Charles Wedey Ayr* within the 
period ot their honeymoon, about 
three weeks ago, a circumstance

When his wife left the Thorbnrn

V. Ayres. He became very ill, and 
was attended by Bra. Small wood 
and Trask. As he gradually grew 
worse, he was taken to Fire Island 
on the 8th instant for a chuge of 
air. He, however, did not improve, 
bat continued to grow weaker dai'y 
until his constitution became thor- 
oughly debilitated, and resulted in 
his death as above stated. His body 
was brought from Fire Island yes- 
terday afternoon to the Ayres resi- 
dence, the Crescent city of Astoria. 
Mrs. Ayres, nee Miss Col*, is well 
known in this city and Brooklyn, as 
well as other places, as being a very 
efficient piano player.

separation she has been most of <he 
time at her father's residence. Ow- 
ing to her strange demeanor it was 
her father's first intention, after ad- 
vising with the physicians, to place 
her in tbe asylum at Bloomingdale, 
where she would have absolute rest, 
and qniet, but he learned that his 
daughter oould not be received in 
that institution nitless a certificate 
signed l>y two qualified physicians 
and countersigned by a judge of a 
court of record was pfoduced certi- 
fying to the young lady's insanity. 
Mrs. Ayres had nearly recovered 
ber mental equilibrium when she re- 
ceived the newu of the death of her 
husband, bnt the nd intelligence is 
said to have been a very severe 
shock to her.

We, therefore, call upon yon to nse 


whatever iaflnenee yoa may legitimate- 
ly bring to bear upon the people of 
your state to diseonntenance and dis- 
courage a traffic that is fraught with 
such danger to their material interests. 
The district known to be infected with 
the iconrge embraces pretty much the 
whole of the country bordering on the 
coast, from New York city south to 
Washington city, and extending to a 
greater or less distance inland; bat the 
commission would recommend that, un- 
til a more thorough examination can 
be made, and a complete isolation of 
infected herds secured, every possible 
means that can be legitimately retorted 
to should be brought to bear to discour- 
age and prohibit traffic in cattle from 
anywhere near the infected regions.

Th* value of the total quantity of 


food imported waa £183,221,000, and 
after deducting £16,439,000 aa tha val- 
ue of the food exported, wa find that 
there was left fer eoaaamption ia this 
country food of tbe value of £168,572,- 
000, a* against £153,552,000 for that 
retained for a similar purpose in 1379. 
The increase is conspicuous in such ar- 
ticles as butter, cattle, cheese, 'lead 
meat, raw fruit, aaiie aad wine, these 
showing an increase of £12,000,000. 


No*, the corrected and finally adjust- 


ed accounts of the British board of 
trade show that the aggregate of Brit- 
ish and Irish produce exported in the 
calendar year 1880 wai £223,060,466, 
and of all merchandise export*, includ- 
ing foreign aad colonial produce, wan 
£286,414.466. Tha food Imported for 
home consumption was £166,782,000, 
equal to 74.77 per cent, of the total 
vain* of exports of domestic produce, 
and 5S.221 per cent, of the total value 
of the merchandise exports. This is a 
revelation of Britain's dangerous de- 
pendence upon foreign countries for the 
means of subsisting her people. Would 
it not be alarming to us if three-quarter 
of the value of oar domestic exports 
had to b* applied to the pnnhase abroad 
of something to eat to replenish the 
deficit at home ? And would not such 
a condition be doubly alarming if it 
should become the chronic state ol' our 
supply ?

It is stated, nnoffi 
cially, that the effect upon the Presi 
dent was less marked than that of an 
other of the several operations whic 
have been performed. This, however 
is probably due to the fact that th 
President is now in such a weak am 
emaciated condition |that he h scarce! 
conscious of what is taking place. Hi 
ability to bear pain is not to be measnr 
ed by ordinary indications. Some day 
ago, as an example, when the inveatiga 
tion was made with the wound that re- 
sulted in the discovery of Its depth o 
12j inches, the President was actual) 
in ignorance of the whole operation.— 
Tbe operation to-day was performed b 
Dr. Hamilton, at the request ,of tb 
Preaident. Contrary to the expectation 
of the doctors, but very little put follow 
ed the operation, not inors it it said than 
a couple of drops the sizs of common 
peas; Tbe patient's stomach is now be 
ing worked to its fullest capacity uode 
the circumstances, yet the most cheerini 
intelligence that we hav* been able t 
gather from tbe physicians is that he has 
been simply holding his own. In tbe 
meantime there are very disagreeable, i 
not alarming, complications which have 
arisen within Ihejast few days and whid 
are ol such a nature that they cannot bi 
very well made public. Theae compli 
cations are not dangerous in themselves 
but are very terioiu, inasmuch as thei 
assist in weakening the patient, with 
additional pain. 


An army unrgeon, who is now on the

nor weeds get sufficient headway to grow 
in our business streets; but along the 
highways in remote parts of the city, la 
vacant lots and along the country roads, 
unsightly weeds abound in such great 
numbers as to cause many people to com 
plain load, long and frequently. They 
ought lo bajextirpated—cut down if* bat 
ter word—at once. Commenting on Ihla 
evil an exchange says that among the du 
ties enjoined upon the commissioners of 
highways by the law of 1879 is tbat of 
preventing such weeds as thistles, bur- 
dock, cockle burr, mustard, yellow dock, 
Indian mallow and jimpion weed from 
going lo seed in tbe highways. It is s, la- 
mentable fact that, in many towns tbis 
good provision of the law is entirely Ig- 
nored by the commissioners, and sucb 
weeds go to seed « freely as though they 
were under legal protection. Tbe l»w 
makes it their duty to hare these weedn 
cut down, and s neglect or refusal to per- 
form it subjects tbe delinquent officers to 
a flue of not leas than len nor more than 
Afty dollars.
